Limed Soil Best 
for Clover Crop 


Experiments 
Show 
Plant? 
Respond Remarkably Well 
to Treated Soil. 


That 
clover 
responds 
remarkably 
well to u limed soil has again been 
demonstrated in experiments recently 
completed by Prof, A. W. Blair at the 
New Jersey agricultural experiment 
i station, at New Brunswick. 
An unllmed plot of timothy 
and 
clover at the first cutting produced 
1,242 pounds of hay per acre (practi­ 
cally all timothy) and a correspond­ 
ing limed 
plot 
(treated 
with 4,000 
pounds of ground limestone per acre) 
yielded mixed hay nr the rate of 2.S01 
pounds per acre. 
At the second cut 
ting the unlimed plot gave no hay. 
while the limed j«h>t yielded excel­ 
lent clover hay at the rate of 1,854 
pounds per a c re — a total for the II. v«1 
plot of more than two tons per acre 
as against just a little over a halt 
ton for the unlimed pl«»t. 
Protein Value of Hay. 
But the hay from the unlimed plot 
was practically all timothy which has 
a protein value not much above 8 per 
cent, whereas the mixed hay of the 
lirst cutting from the limed plot has 
a protein value somewhat higher than 
timothy alone, and the dover of the 
second cutting has a protein value al­ 
most double that of timothy.

1851 when 21 years. 
He next started 
a newspaper at Owensboro, Ky., sold

Pettis County, Mo. 
“Won to Miasou 
ri by the game, the fish, the wilder 
ness of the prairie flowers and

tuckians here, in 1853 he swung

his shingle and opened a law office at 
Georgetown and modestly commenced 
a professional career 
which 
made 
him ‘Senator of Two Republic«’.” He 
was married in 1854 and brought his

dissatisfied there, persuaded him

there was a strong bar. As was fit­ 
ting in a man of his attainments, he 
took decided views on important is­ 
sues and Judge John F. Philips, says 
that in 1860 he heard \Y.st “make the 
most impassioned appeal for the pre 
servation of the Union that ever fell 
from human lips”. 
However, when it 
became apparent that war 
between 
the states was inevitable, Vest, true 
to his rearing and traditions, cast his 
lot with the Confederacy. 
He was 
elected to the Confederate House 
of 
Representatives in 1862 and in 1864 
was appointed to 
the 
Confederate 
Senate. 
In 1867 or 1868 he again lent 
to the law an eloquence, insight, wit 
and humor a.' only he could. 
He was 
stimulated entirely by necessity and 
every tool of speech 
was 
at 
his 
tongue’s end. 
He lost his first case, 
but mostly won by merely 
a 
sen- 
tense—a few' words—to 
the 
point. 
Mr. Vest had the art of voice 
in­ 
flection which ever proclaimed him 
the entertainer of the hour. 
He be­ 
came United States Senator in 1879, 
serving in the Senate for twenty-four 
years and gaining there fame in the 
manner he had gained it in the state. 
Senator Vest was a lover of dogs, 
a lover of humanity and possessed a 
keen insight into the thoughts of his 
fellowmen. 
"He grew up in an age 
f fierce contentions over the consti­ 
tution, and this tinged and dominated 
his political votes 
and 
beliefs. 
He 
fought always in the open field 
by 
frontal attacks, direct, 
with 
colors 
flying like an old-time soldier”. With 
Judge Phillips we may doubt 
"na­ 
ture did not make but one such man 
and break the mould.” 
Senator Vest died August 9, 1904 
and he lies at rest 
in 
Bellefontaine 
Cemetery, St. Louis.

Although preliminary work in the 
development of national standards for 
farm products bus been under 
way 
for many years, notable progress was 
first achieved during the Tecent per­ 
iod of agricultural depression 
when 
every function of the marketing ma­ 
chine was tested with a view to the 
possible elimination 
of waste. 
Th« 
value of standard* and the probabil­ 
ity of profit from grading have been 
widely discussed by many groups. In 
this connection, says Lloyd S. Tenny. 
Chief of the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics. “whether or not 
the pro­ 
ducer or marketer rs paid for the ad­ 
ditional effort and expense involved 
in making such classifications depends 
U|x>n his subsequent marketing prac­ 
tice. 
For example, a country mer­ 
chant seldom establishes price dif­ 
ferentials for different grades 
when 
buying from producers in very small 
lots.
